FOREST TO PAY CITY’ S 


TAXES 


Saa Diego, in the extreme 
south­ 
western of Uncle Sam ’s dominions, is 
the first of Am erican cities to inaug­ 
urate a great forestry enterprise, in 
the expectation of speedily lessening 
the burden of taxation borne by its 
citizens, and, possibly, of ultim ately 
relieving them of all tax levies for the 
support of the city government. 
As a heritage from the days when 
San Diego was a Mexican pueblo, the 
etiy' owns 7000 acres of land, which, 


up to the present time, has been un­ 
productive. 
On account of the rapid growth for 
which the various species of eucalyp­ 
tus are remarkable, and 
the 
great 
value of the tim ber as a substitute for 
oak, hickory, and the otner common 
hardwoods, these °r e the trees that 
are being most largely planted. Forty 
thousand seedlings of the ‘’sugar gum” 
•— eucalyptus corynocalyx— were 
pur­ 
chased from nurserymen and set out 
in the spring of the 
present 
year. 
The Federal Bureau of Forestry, in 
official publications, 
discourages 
the 
expectation of 
extraordinary 
profits 
from eucalyptus culture; but on the 
other hand, the pioneers in eucalyptus 


culture, who have been growing tim ­ 
ber for profit for a quarter of a cen­ 
tury or longer, exhibit statements of 
their business that seem of more prac­ 
tical value than any amount of thor- 
izing. 
One conservative statement is 
given by the owner of a large euca­ 
lyptus grove planted more than twen­ 
ty-five years ago. 
H e says that 
he 
harvests annually timber to the value 
of $350 from each acre, and that the 
tim ber remaining becomes of greater 
value each year, the natural growth 
of what is left more than compensat­ 
ing for what is cut. 
Groves of this 
kind w ill continue productive forever, 
with no diminution or the annual har­ 
vest, young trees springing up from 
the old stumps, or being replanted, so 
that the stand of tim ber is kept 
as 
heavy as the land is capable of sup­ 
porting to the best advantage, 
Le t us grant 
the 
contention— al­ 
though advocates of eucalyptus cul­ 
ture w ill never do so— that San Diego 
can never approach the record refer­ 
red to. 
Suppose that the city forest, 
when twenty-five years old, can do 
only half as well, and can yield only 
$175 worth of timber to the acre. That 
means that the annual harvest from 
its 7000 acres of pueblo lands— if all 
is devoted to forestry— will be $1,225,- 
000. 
Allowing for all expenses, there 
w ill be left a profit that should go far 
toward r< ducing the burden of taxa­ 
tion now imposed upon the people of

The y early consumption per capita 
has increased eight pounds during the 
past ten y ears, that is, approx imately

This goes to show that the manu­ 
facture of beet sugar in the United 
States, in spite of its w'onderful pro­ 
gress during the past few y ears, has 
not even k ept pace with the increased 
rate of consumption.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 25—The em­ 
ploy ers' liability and work men's com ­ 
pensation 
commission 
y esterday 
reached an agreem ent on the basis 
of legislation 
o ne recommended to 
congress. 
The findings are not final, 
bur they are not lik ely to be changed 
materially . 
Sena'or Sutherland, 
chairman 
of 
:he commission, outlined the proposed 
law as follows: 
“The law provides for pay ment of 
ompensation by interstate 
carriers 
engaged in interstate 
transportation 
to employ es injured by accident while 
engaged in such transportation, 
ex ­ 
cept in case of willful misconduct to 
Lie hereafter specified. 
"The compensation is to be paid by 
the employ ers d ir e c tly and not out of 
a general fund created by any form 
of tax ation. 
The 
pay ment 
will 
be 
compulsory and not subject to elec­ 
tion by either employ er or employ e. 
“All claims arising under the law’ 
shall be non-assignable and ex empt 
from levy . 
“In case of death, pay ments shall 
be made to dependents. 
"All claims under the law are 
to 
be made preferred to lien."
